VISA OPERATIONS CONTINUE TO FORM THE BULK OF CONSULAR WORK IN 
CALCUTTA, AND AN UPWARD TREND IN THE VISA WORKLOAD CONTINUES. 

THE POST HAD EXPECTED SOME DECLINE IN THE IMMIGRANT VISA WORK 
LOAD RESULTING FROM THE FEBRUARY 1971 AMENDMENT TO THE DEPART- 
MENT OF LABOR'S SCHEDUULE A OF PRECERTIFIED OCCUPATIONS. THE 
DECLINE IN "PROFESSION" STATUS CASES HAS BEEN OFFSET BY CON- 
TINUING INCREASES IN THE "RELATIVE" STATUS CASES. WE HAVE 
NOTICED A DEFINITE INCREASE IN FIFTH PREFERENCE CASES AS 
IMMIGRANTS FROM INDIA BECOME NATURALIZED AS AMERICAN CITIZENS 
AND PETITION FOR THEIR PARENTS, BROTHERS AND SISTERS AND 
THEIR FAMILIES. THE NONIMMIGRANT VISA WORKLOAD APPEARS TO BE 
LEVELING OFF WITH ONLY MARGINAL INCREASES; EARLIER ESTIMATES 
OF A SIGNIFICANT UPWARD TREND HAVE REMAINED UNFULFILLED BE- 
CAUSE OF INCREASES IN INTERNATIONAL AIR FARES AND RESERVE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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BANK OF INDIA REQUIREMENTS REGARDING TRAVEL OVERSEAS. HOWEVER, 

WE DO EXPECT FURTHER MARGINAL INCREASES EACH YEAR. 

ON THE SCS FRONT, IT HAS BEEN NOTICED THAT THE INDIAN CUSTOMS 
AUTHORITIES ARE TIGHTENING UP THEIR OPERATIONS AGAINST CUSTOMS 
VIOLATORS. ALL BUT ONE OF THE ARREST CASES HANDLED BY THE POST 
HAVE BEEN FOR CUSTOMS VIOLATIONS. NO DISCRIMINATION HAS BEEN 
NOTICED AGAINST AMERICAN CITIZENS; THE OPERATIONS APPEAR TO 
BE DIRECTED UNIFORMLY AGAINST ALL FOREIGNERS AS WELL AS INDIAN 
NATIONALS. 

FRAUD INVESTIGATIONS REPORTED IN SCHEDULE VII ARE A NEW DEVEL- 
OPMENT AT THIS POST. INS HAS BEEN REQUESTING INVESTIGATIONS 
FROM THIS POST ONLY WITHIN THE PAST YEAR. ON VISA CASES, SUCH 
INVESTIGATIONS REPRESENT THE POST'S ATTEMPTS TO FOLLOW UP ON 
NONIMMIGRANT CASES WHERE VISAS WERE ISSUED ON THE BASIS OF 
APPLICANTS UNDERTAKING TO PRESENT THEMSELVES AND THEIR 
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PASSPORTS AT THIS OFFICE UPON THEIR RETURN TO INDIA.

TO DATE, THE POST HAS NOT HANDLED ANY NIV MISSION INTEREST CASE. 

D. NUMBER OF AMERICAN CITIZENS IN IAIL: 

AS OF 3/31/76: 0 RATE OF INCREASE/DECREASE: 0 

(A) IS POST NOTIFIED IMMEDIATE WHEN U.S. CITIZENS ARE 
ARRESTED? IF NO, EXPLAIN. 

WHEN ARRESTS OCCUR WITHIN THE CITY OF CALCUTTA, THE POST IS 
IMMEDIATELY NOTIFIED USUALLY BY THE IMMIGRATION AUTHORITIES 
WHO MUST BE INFORMED BY THE CITY POLICE WHENEVER A FOREIGNER 
IS ARRESTED. OFTEN THE CITIZEN HIMSELF CALLS THE OFFICE FROM 
THE POLICE STATION WHERE HE IS BEING DETAINED. 

WHEN ARRESTS OCCUR OUT OF TOWN, NOTIFICATION OF THE ARREST 
IS CHANNELED THROUGH STATE AND CENTRAL GOVERNMENTS AND THE 
EMBASSY IN NEW DELHI BEFORE REACHING THE POST. HOWEVER, IN 
SUCH CASES LOCAL NEWSPAPERS USUALLY REPORT THE ARREST WITHIN 
A DAY OR TWO OF THE ARREST. FOLLOWUP WITH LOCAL AUTHORITIES 
BY LONG-DISTANCE CALLS AND/OR CABLES HAVE ALWAYS ELICITED 
FULL INFORMATION AND COOPERATION. SOMETIMES THE PRISONER 
HIMSELF WRITES TO THE POST FROM JAIL. INVARIABLY OFFICIAL 
NOTIFICATION EVENTUALLY ARRIVES. 

(B) DESCRIBE ANY PROTECTION PROBLEMS: 

SENTENCES HAVE NOT BEEN INORDINATELY SEVERE. LAWYERS ARE 
USUALLY RELIABLE AND COMPETENT. THE POST HAS RECEIVED NO 
INDICATIONS OR COMPLAINTS OF PHYSICAL ABUSE OR HARSH TREAT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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MENT. POOR LIVING CONDITIONS DO IMPOSE SOME HARDSHIP ON THE 
AMERICAN PRISONER. SINCE AUSTERITY OF FACILITIES AND PAUCITY 
OF DIET REFLECT STANDARDS BELOW THOSE THEY ARE NORMALLY 
ACCUSTOMED TO. HOWEVER, THIS IS RECOGNIZED SYMPATHETICALLY 
BY BOTH JUDICIAL AND PRISON AUTHORITIES, ANDPETITION S - TO 
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ACCORD A PRISONER SPECIAL STATUS USUALLY RESERVED FOR POLIT- 
ICAL PRISONERS WHICH ALLOW BETTER QUARTERS AND IMPROVED 
RATIONS - RECEIVE FAVORABLE CONSIDERATION. 

(C) DESCRIBE POST'S PROTECTION PROGRAM: 

UPON RECEIPT OF INFORMATION OF AN ARREST, THE CONSULAR 
OFFICER VISITS THE PRISONER WITH A LIST OF ATTORNEYS FOR HIS 
SELECTION. THE PRISONER IS INFORMED OF HIS RIGHTS UNDER THE 
PRIVACY ACT AND ASKED IF HIS FAMILY SHOULD BE NOTIFIED AND 
ASKED TO REMIT FUNDS FOR HIS USE IF NECESSARY. IF HE CON- 
SENTS, HIS FAMILY IS NOTIFIED AND FUNDS ARE CHANELED THROUGH 
AN SCS TRUST ACCOUNT. THE CONSULAR OFFICER USUALLY IS ABLE 
TO VISIT THE PRISONER TWICE A WEEK AS LONG AS HE IS INCAR- 
CERATED BUT NOT LESS THAN ONCE EVERY TEN DAYS IF IN CALCUTTA. 
CONSULTS REGULARLY WITH THE ATTORNEY CHOSEN TO KEEP ABREAST 
OF THE PROCEEDINGS, AND ATTENDS THE MOST SIGNIFICANT HEARINGS 
HELD IN THE CASE (I.E. BAIL, GIVING OF EVIDENCE, SENTENCING). 
DEVELOPMENTS ARE REPORTED TO THE DEPARTMENT BY CABLE AS THEY 
OCCUR. FRUITS, PACKAGED FOOD, AND MEDICATION IF NECESSARY, 

ARE SUPPLIED TO THE PRISONER DURING CONSULAR VISITS TO 
SUPPLEMENT THE PRISON DIET. APPROXIMATELY TEN AMERICAN AND 
FIFTEEN LOCAL MANHOURS PER WEEK ARE USED IN ARREST CASES. 

NO ARRESTS OUTSIDE OF CALCUTTA PROPER INVOLVING AMERICANS 
HAVE OCCURRED IN THE PAST 18 MONTHS. IN SUCH A CASE, THE 
CONSULAR OFFICER WOULD VISIT THE PRISONER AS SOON AS 
POSSIBLE AFTER LEARNING OF THE ARREST AND AS OFTEN AS 
POSSIBLE THEREAFTER.
